Building Strike Spotty: 
Contractors, Union 
Separate On Wage

The skeletal forms of once- 
rising structures stood today as 
mute testimony of the impact of 
a strike by building tradesmen. 
Millions of dollars 
in con­ 
struction work was halted by 
the strike of thousands of build­ 
ing tradesmen. The strike is in 
its second day. 
The 
strikes 
came 
because 
agreement 
had 
not 
b e e n 
reached 
between 
tradesmen 
and contractors on labor settle­ 
ments to 
replace those 
that 
expired at midnight April 30. 
Contractors said the trades­ 
men, whose base pay exceeded 
$5 an hour under the old con­ 
tracts. were asking for wage 
and 
fringe 
benefit 
increases 
ranging from 26 per cent to 76 
per cent. 
The offer from contractors 
was six per cent in wages and 
fringe benefits in each of the 
next two years. 
More than 
a dozen unions 
were on strike at various points 
throughout Michigan. 
Some 2,500 tradesmen did not 
report in the Saginaw Valley 
District. 
About 500 carpenters were off 
the job in 
Alpena, Cadillac, 
Traverse City, Cheboygan and 
Petoskey, 
according 
to 
the 
Northwest 
Michigan 
Budding 
Trades Council. 
Three 
hundred 
carpenters 
were reported on strike in Cal­ 
houn 
County 
and 
parts 
of 
Branch and Eaton counties. 
The Southwest Michigan Car­ 
penters Council called out some 
4,000 members in a 14-county 
area, which includes Holland, 
Kalamazoo,

The strikes were by no means 
uniform—carpenters

Israel Enrages 


Arab Neighbors 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel 
celebrated 20 years of nation­ 
hood today with a parade of its 
military 
hardware 
— 
bought 
from 
the West 
and captured 
from the Arabs—that enraged 
the Arab world. It ran straight 
through the captured Arab sec­ 
tion of Jerusalem. 
Protest demonstrations were 
under way in several Arab capi­ 
tals. In Lebanon, some 10.000 
persons 
demonstrated 
against 
Israel’s defiance of a U.N. Secu­ 
rity Council resolution calling 
for cancellation of the parade 
because it would hurt chances 
for a Middle East peace. 
The parade route skirted the 
old walled city, starting in a 
newer Arab quarter and passing 
into a Jewish sector. 
Moving with elock-like preci­ 
sion, every unit of the Israeli 
land, sea and air force quick- 
stepped along the route. 
Hugh clouds of dust covered 
the area near the main review­ 
ing stand at the start of the pa­ 
rade when tanks and armored 
vehicles clanged by. 
Much of the materiel consist­ 
ed of Soviet-made armor, artil­ 
lery and missile-bearing equip­ 
ment captured from the Arabs. 
There were also a number of 
American built 155mm artillery 
pieces. 
The 
75-minute-long

concluded exactly on schedule, 
and apparently without a hitch.

Fighting Rages Near Hue; Delta lo Move

SAIGON (AP) — The heaviest 
sustained fighting in two months 
raged through the fourth day to­ 
day in the northeast corner of 
South Vietnam. Allied forces re­ 
ported more than 1.000 enemy 
troops killed in the battles that 
continued outside Hue and Dong 
Ha.

South Vietnamese 
forces report od 81 of their men 
killed and 395 wounded in the 
battling since Monday, the big­

STANFORD, Calif. I API — A 
heart transplant is under way at 
Stanford 
University 
Medical 
Center, a spokesman said today. 
He said no details could be re­ 
vealed immediately either as to 
patient or donor “ pending cer­ 
tain clearances from the fami­ 
lies.” 
This is the second heart trans­ 
plant at Stanford. Dr. Norman 
E. Shumway and a team of sur­ 
geons performed the first on 
Jan. 6. The recipient, first adult 
in the nation to receive a human 
heart from another, was retired 
steelworker Mike Kasperak, 54. 
He died of internal hemorrhage 
and other complications 15 days 
after the operation. 


House Toughens 
Fair Housing Bill 


LANSING (API — The House 
Civil Rights Committee Wednes­ 
day adopted two strengthening 
amendments 
to 
the 
Senate- 
passed open housing bill, then 
voted down a third. 
The nine-member committee 
scheduled a second meeting on 
the controversial measure to­ 
day, hoping to send it to the 
House floor. 
The bill, strongly backed by 
Gov. George Romney and pro­ 
posed after last sum m er’s ra­ 
cial rioting, outlaws discrim ina­ 
tion in rental or sale of housing. 
Bias complaints could be filed 
with the State Civil Rights Com­ 
mission. 
Approved Wednesday was a 
provision intended to make it 


easier to prove a complaint—re­ 
quiring only a decision based on 
“ the preponderance of the evi­ 
dence.” A Senate amendment 
would require proof “beyond a 
reasonable doubt.” 
A second change made by the 
House committee was designed 
to clarify that a person cited in 
a complaint and involved in pro­ 
ceedings before the commission 
could not end them abruptly by 
demanding a jury trial. 
Defeating on a 4-4 vote, how­ 
ever, was a provision making 
the state liable for fees and 
costs of a person named in a 
complaint which is dismissed. 
The bill now provides that a 
court 
could 
assess 
fees 
and 
costs against the person filing 
the complaint.

The 1966 act provides for elec­ 
tion of from five to 35 supervi­ 
sors, depending on county popu­ 
lation, from single-member dis­ 
tricts.

jobs and $14 million in wages. 
Increased income to govern­ 
ment is estimated at $1,633,600. 
Favorable action will enhance 
Michigan’s competitive position 
in the vital convention tourist 
and hospitality industries. 
Jacobetti stated that House 
Bill 3463; which he sponsored 
and which passed in the House 
of Representatives 71 to 24, 
provides for the extension of 
600 tourist liquor licenses from 
IO to 12 months. “Tourism is 
no longer seasonal but a 12- 
month business and we should 
treat it on that basis”, he said. 
Jacobetti told the delegates 
to the conference that the state 
loses more than $800,000 an­ 
nually by forcing the resort 
bars to close two months of 
the year. He said the biggest 
loss is due to unemployment 
insurance for 
bar 
employes 
who are laid off. He placed 
this cost at $600,000 and es­ 
timated the state loses $236,- 
000 in sales tax on such liquor 
sales that don’t happen. He 
said the state would also get 
nearly $49,000 more in license 
fees for the extra months, of 
which 85 per cent would go 
back to local units of govern­ 
ment. 
Jacobetti also pointed 
out 
that Senate Bill 502, which is 
pending in the House, would 
permit a licensee to request re­ 
classification of their present 
license.

Battle At Mackinac 


Part of the charm of Mackinac Island is its military 
history. The fort there was built after earlier forts had 
been erected at the Straits — DeBuade at St. Ignace 
aiai Michilimackinac at Mackinaw City — in the belief 
that its heights would be easier to defend. 
In the War of 1812 the American garrison was sur­ 
prised by the British from Drummond Island, who cap­ 
tured it and held it throughout the war, despite a battle 
in the American effort to recapture it. Tile embattled 
Irish of the island keeps its tradition of belligerency and 
there is now new skirmishing. 
Summer visitors may not see smoke collars on the 
cannon of the fort from bombardment, but there’s a 
battle going on there again with Michigan Attorney 
General Frank Kelley directing the troops from Lans­ 
ing and Wilfird F. Doyle. James P. Dunnigan and Walker 
J. Murray heading the forces which are defending the 
island against invasion by state government.

To understand what the shooting’s about it is neces- 
- sary to know that while Mackinac Island can be very 
loosely described as a part of Michigan, it is really 
sovereign and maintains relations with Michigan at 
Mackinaw City and St. Ignace only to have a source of 
supply of tourists and whisky. 
Reforms come and go in Michigan and periodically 
Mackinac Island is examined and found to be behaving 
as though it were still a part of New France or Upper 
Canada. Governor Soapy Williams tried to change things, 
but while he could get elected governor of Michigan six 
times, he couldn’t change things on Mackinac Island. 
W. F. Doyle kept bobbing up like a fish line float 
as chairman of the Mackinac Island State Park Commis­ 
sion after each “reform” by Lansing. W. Stewart Wood­ 
fin, the chairman of the board of the Grand Hotel Co., 
likewise seemed to have life tenure as a member of the 
Island Park Commission. T h e State periodically an­ 
nounced: It is foolish to have Mackinac Island outside 
and separate from the State’s park establishment. But 
it stayed that way — the semi-private fief of Patroons 
Doyle, Woodfin, Dunnigan and the others.

When the new constitution set up reorganization of 
Michigan state government there was a new threat to 
the island’s oligarchy, which is now tucked in a cranny 
of the State Conservation Department. Til ere is con­ 
tinues autonomous and free wheeling, as anyone who 
knew the commission would expect. 
But Attorney General Kelley has brought his legal 
spyglass into focus on the commission and questioned 
the legality of its lease of state land to WoodfilPs Grand 
Hotel for a golf course.

But persons most familiar with Mackinac will be 
least concerned about shenanigans there in official of­ 
fice. Tile commission has worked effectively to keep the 
island charming without very much help from Lansing 
except an occasional charge that the commissioners were 
acting like royalists. We can stand much more behavior 
in the Upper Peninsula and if by some strategem we 
could extend the commission’s jurisdiction to Ironwood 
it would be a great boon to the Upper Peninsula. 
They have given us our most impressive restora­ 
tions at Fort Michilimackinac at Mackinaw City and 
at Fort Mackinac on Mackinac Island and have encour­ 
aged projects like the restoration of Beaumont Hou>e 
bv the Michigan State Medical Society. By some miracle 
of promotion Stewart Woodfin has been able to keep 
the Grand Hotel painted and operating and that’s a boon 
to the whole Straits region. 
Mackinac is an island, with all the problems of 
islands in a day of superhighways. Without a causeway. 
it watches the Fords go by. VA ithout the Mackinac 
Island State Park Commission not so rn a n y of them 
would stop. It may be slightly illegal, but it is substan­ 
tially effective.

—The North Vietnamese cap­ 
tain. a loyal Communist party 
member, had volunteered for 
service in Laos. He was made 
an adviser and political com­ 
missar to Pathet 
Lao units. 
But though he was a veteran 
army officer and party mem­ 
ber. he defected after several 
years in Laos. 
In a three-hour talk with 
this reporter, he told his rea­ 
sons for giving up his home 
and 
family, 
his

‘•They told us it was our 
duty to help the Lao people 
drive out the American troops 
and bring freedom to the coun­ 
try,” tile captain said.
